not other Bufinefs, wou'd bealmoft fufficient to fill a Vo- 
iume, fhou’d we recite all the differeac Opinions and Sto- 
ries we meet with about it. There are Quarrels about 
it in all Languages, ‘tis thought by many to be the=Bird 
which we tran{late Lapwing, torbidden among others in 
Levit. 11.19. Where the 70 have ap7u, which undoubr- 
edly is the fame with the Latin Upupa, tho’ we are ftill in 
che dark as to what that iignines, ior Funins turns it attagi- 
nem, which is ignorum per ignotius, we having quite loft 
the detcription of that Bird, tho’ fermerly a great 
Dainty ; and befides it Arijteus be in the right, as cited by 
Folephus, Junius mult be mitaken, for he reckons thete 
‘Anagines ( aS Bochart has reftored the reading ) among 
the clean Birds tothe Fews. The Hebrew word whica 
we tranflace Lapwing is Dukipharh, which the forenamed 
Author derives from the Arabian Duk, which figaitiesa 
Cock, and Kpos a Rock. The Rabbis from two words 
which fignity as much as deuble-crefed, which Bobare 
approves not, ter this, among other reafons, becaule no 
Bird has a double Creft, not heeding what he himlett 
afterwards quotes out of Ari/topbanes his Aves of this very
